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MARMORA - Mr. and Mrs. Ted Galloway 
of Deloro have been. given two weeks in 
which to find a new home, following a 
closure order issued Friday by the 
Ministry of Health on their present home. 

The reason for the order, delivered 
personally by representatives of the 
Ministry and officials of the Atomic 
Energy Control Board, was stated in a 
letter as being “‘because health inspectors 
had found a condition dangerous, or likely 
to become dangerous to health and safety, 
because of the high concentration of radon 
gas and radon daughter products in the air 
within the household.” 

The letter, signed by Dr. J.H. Aitken. an 
inspector of the Ministry of Health, said 
under authority of the Public Health Act, 
the family was ordered to vacate their 
home within two weeks. The home is 
closed “until the present condition no 
longer exists.”’ 

The letter stated the danger of radiation 
exposure was great enough to foster the 
development of lung cancer. 

Although the closure means ‘they are 
faced with the prospect of finding a new 
home in the area where there is a shortage

Reeve Ritchie Wells said he did not know 
‘why the Ministry's representatives had 
asked for a meeting with Council, but 
suggested that it may have been requested 
by Hastings County because they are 
concerned. The subdivision is not a 
registered plan of sub-division, under the 
requirements of the Planning Act. Mr. 
Wells said he had been advised that 
Council should designate the type of 
housing before letting the company 


proceed. . 

Mr. Cline said that Hastings County 
Planning Director Niall Carney had been 
shown a copy of the road agreement and 
said it looked all right to him, pravided the 
Townships had all the conditions they 
wanted in. Mr. Carney had initialled it, 
Mr. Cline said.

Both Mr. Wells and Deputy-reeve John 
Wilkes questioned Mr. Cline on the» 
advisability of erecting 50-60 houses, or a

The past achievements of the C.V.C.A. 
include the acquisition and reconstruction 
of Wollaston Lake Dam, Crowebridge 
Weir, Allan's Mills Dam. Belmont Lake 
Dam and Marmora Dam. Presently, a 
preliminary engineering study is com- 
mencing further improvements .on the 
Marmora Dam. It is through these water 
control structures and with the cooperation 
of the MNR-owned dams, that the 
Authority maintains water levels and 
therefore minimizes damage from the 


‘floods, controls spring run-off and provides 


ample water supply for recreational and 
economical use. Close contact with County, 
and local lands division committees 
enables the authority to protect individuals 
from developing residences on dangerous 
flood prone lands, and has prevented lakes 
and rivers from suffering the adverse 
ecological effects of over-population. 

A 200 acre tract of land in Marmora 
Township was purchased for reforestation 
and two conservation areas have saved 
picturesque, white water portions of the 
river from being commercially exploited. 
- The Crowebridge Conservation Area, in 
Seymour Township. is a 26 acre park, now 
boasting contpletc user ‘acilities, 40 


campsites, a picnicing and swimming area 


and natural beauty long to be treasured 

The Callaghan’s Rapids Conservation 
Area has been designated as a *‘wilderness 
area’’. In Marmora and Rawdon Town- 
ships, 400 acres of thriving wildlife, fossils, 
caves, hardy eu ees eens clear, fast water 
will be developed for hiking, canoeing and 
nature interpretation, with minimal public 
access and facilities., This will hopefully 
eliminate vandalism and destruction and 
attract the true outdoor-lovers. Education 


groups are welcome to use the area and the 


novel features it has to offer. — 

For the past five summers, the C.V.C.A. 
in cooperation with the Province, has 
sponsored a summer student employment 
programme. This year it was named 


_- Experience '75, and previously S.W.E.- 


E.P. This project was initiated to -help 
authorities and their municipalites accomp- 
lish work in their area and to provide 
environmentally-educational jobs for local 
students. A history of the Crowe 
Watershed was completed this summer, as 
well as other manual projects. 

The recent ‘‘Logo’’ Competition was a big 
step in achieving a unified symbol to 
represent the Authority. Gratitude is 
extended to. all participating schools. The 
Watershed Tour, this autumn, was held to 
give insight of the area and the Authority 
itself to municipal officials. 

The C.V.C.A. has great future potential, 
for the area it stands for possesses some of 
the most pleasurable, ‘rugged’ scenes in 


Ontario. It is this sort of remoteness that | 


attracts visitors in all seasons. Its natural 
resources - land, water, animal life, 
plantlife and beauty are plentiful now, and 
it is the Authority’s wish to protect these 
invaluable qualities from man’s destruc- 
tion for residents of the area and their 
future generations. 

However, although the area the Crowe 
Authority represents is large, its popula- 
tion is small and this means, unfortunately, 
limited funds and staff. Its efforts are 
commendable, but our resources cannot be 
kept intact by one group alone. It is 
frightening how fast malicious results can 


be seen from only one person's apathy and" 


disrespect for what Nature has so freely 
given us. It is also frightening to think our 
children’s children may not have a clean 
lake to swim in. It is, therefore, the 


_Authority’s need to take this opportunity to 


appeal to each and every one of us. 
Conservation must become a part of 
everyone’s life and we must teach our 
successors the same practices. This may 
merely mean putting litter in its proper 
containers, but every small gesture will be 
a big help in preserving, conserving and 
restoring our natural resources. 

To this end, may these words be 
informative to those of us who are not clear 
about the actual theory and make-up of a 
‘conservation authority’’ and may they be 
an inspiration to the forunate people of the 
Crowe Valley. 

The Crowe Valley Conservation Authority 
is for the benefit of its people, and may the 
people as well support their principles.

When the calculators first came out 
several years ago, they were rather 


expensive. 


But advanced technology, and rapidly 
increasing sales, have lowered the costs of 
calculators to the point where they are now 
within the financial reach of almost 
everyone. Inexpensive models sell for 
around the $10. mark. 

Because of their now every day use in 
homes and offices, the board appointed a 
task force to review just how calculators 
might be adopted into the school system 
without robbing students of basic 
mathematical skills. : 

Realizing that ‘‘considerable con- 
troversy’’ exists over the suitability of the 
use of calculators in instructional situations 
and examinations, the task force went to 
work. . 

It collected much data, listed advantages 
and disadvantages, discussed possible 
uses at different levels and spent a long 

time deliberating. 

Recommendations presented to the board 
at its Monday meeting in Foxboro were as 
follows: ; 

Kindergarten to Grade 8 level - 
calculators to be used only as a teaching 
ai¢ for motivational and enrichment 
purposes. Teachers to be encouraged to 
embark on exploratory projects to 
determine the use and effectiveness. 

Grade 9 to 10 level - at the discretion of 
the teacher, calculators may be used both 
on a day to day basis and on examinations 
to achieve the learning outcomes the 
teacher desires. \ 

Grade 11 to 13 level - calculators can be in 
daily use in all subjects, including 
examinations. 

While agreeing that calculators should be 
in use in the school system, the task force 
makes it plain that students still should be 
fluent in 
mathematics. 

The force recommended that future 
curriculum guidelines include stated 
learning outcomes for electronic cal- 
culators where relevant, and that the 
recommendations be reviewed annually.

It’s aimed at the giant food chains and 
major retailers, and applies on Sundays, 
New Year’s Day, Good Friday, Dominion 
Day, Labor Day, Christmas, Victoria Day 
Thanksgiving and any other publicly- 
proclaimed holiday. 

MacBeth said he believes ‘‘most people in 
Ontario want a quieter Sunday and 
holidays...this will give them just that.”’ 

He said it will be up to local police and the 
public to-file complaints if stores break the 
new law, and said stores which do stay 
open on these days will be taken to court. 

It does not apply to small grocery stores, 
milk stores, news or tobacco stands, drug 
stores, antique shops, flower shops or 
service stations. 

In addition, local municipal councils will 
have the power to pass bylaws exempting 
businesses for tourist purposes, but stores 
operating in hotels will have to comply with 
regulations in order to stay open on 

Sundays and holidays. 

He said one criticism of The Lord’s Day 
Act was it provided for maximum fines of 
$250. Although conceding the maxiumum 
of $10,000 fine would not likely be levied by 
a judge in every case, MacBeth said “I 
hope the fines would far exceed those of 


the old act.’’

The principal of the school in the town was 
aware that Indian children sometimes had 
a rough time at the hands of other students, 
and to try to forestall this kind of situation, 
he called in a Human Rights Commission 
counsellor to talk to the other children. 
The counsellor asked the children if any 
of them had ever moved to a new school, 
and what they thought it would feel like if 
they were the strangers. In this way he 
‘helped them understand how the Indian 
children would be feeling when they 
arrived, and the integration proceeded 
relatively smoothly. 

Community counselling is one of the 
major roles of your Ontario Human Rights 
Commission. We hold seminars and dis- 
cussions with police in areas where there 
are communication barriers between them 
and minority groups, to help relieve ten- 
sion and promote mutual understanding.

To sell their products, many tobacco farmers almost 
sold their souls.

On the whole, marketing boards have been exactly what 
farmers need, They have given them the clout they need 
in the market place, a clout sadly lacking before the neces- 
sary legislation was passed. 

Some abuses have taken place. Think back to the for- 
mation of the hog producers board. In the early years, 
its formation was fraught with tough times and some 
glaring errors. And most of us can remember FAME, the . 
farm-owned meat-packing enterprise that never got off 
the ground. A lot of farmers lost a lot of money on that ill- 
fated affair. . ; 

But on the whole, marketing boards have helped farmers 
to where they can see some semblance of order when sell- 

_ ing their products. 

Mrs. Plumptre knows a great deal about marketing 
boards. She has shown considerable. fortitude by express- 
ing views opposed to the concept. I don’t know what Pepin 
knows about them but he’s probably as much in the dark 
as most people. He should know better than to pop off at 
the first opportunity against marketing boards. 

Farmers. it would seem. are going to have a fight on 
their hands to preserve what they ve got, especially at

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The little red school house is alive, and — 


well, in Belleville. 


And because of it, students from across 
Hastings County may some day have the 
advantages of a little red school house of 
their own. 


_ The school house takes the shape of a 
portable classroom at Quinte Secondary 
School. 

Inside it is the most unique class in the 
county’s public education system. 


In some ways,.it looks like a complete 
school miniaturized into - one 
room. 


A large ping pong table sits in the centre. 
But located around it are a woodworking 


‘shop complete with a pile of assorted 


- lengths and shapes of lumber, a business 


machine table with two varieties of 
calculators; a sewing centre; a draped off 
living room; a black board with a few desks 
in tron of it; a kitchen of sorts; and a few 
oe tables, chairs and other odds and 
en / 


Only 14 students are enrolled here - but 
even at this number the pupil-teacher ratio 
is a bit too high. 

‘Its because the little red school program 
needs a very small ratio if the students are 
to get the kind of advantages the school. 
and the system, feel they must have. 


Students in this program, for one reason 
‘or another, do not fit into the regular main 
stream of straight general courses. They 
don’t fit into business, technical or 
occupational courses either. 


For one reason or another, the school 
system as most people know it today, has 
failed them. They just don’t relate to it: 
dropping out completely, up until last 
September, had been about the only 
answer. : 


Realizing something should be done to try 
and reach students who didn't fit regular 
programming, Quinte’s concerned teach- 
ing leaders came up with the little red 
school house approach.....a separate 
classroom, with different programming, 
designed'to fit the needs and desires of the 
students who would be enrolling in it: a 
classroom where things operate at a slower 
pace, instructional periods are shorter, 
‘programs more varied and students get far 


' more individual attention. 


It opened last September. 
Pat Holland, the teacher-in-charge, has 


several volunteers coming in at regular 


times to give her, and the students, a 
hand. One of them is Lewis Bird, a retired 
teacher, who Helps instruct in basic 
mathematics and English. 

_ Students receive instruction in Grade 9 
and 10 level math, English and the social 
sciences, and take such other things as 
woodworking, sewing, cooking, candle 
making, bottle cutting and business 
machines. 


And, of course, ping pong. 

The students take great pride in being 
able to win at this table, and one almost. got 
the best of Eric Runaces, the county’s 
director of education. : 

“Wait til next time,"” he promises. ‘I'll 
beat him then.”’ 

Ms. Holland says students can get four or 
five credits by the end of the school year. 


But the feal value in the program is in

individuals are important; their thoughts 
and needs are important; and that they can 
have a much better life in being able to 
relate to, and get along, with others. 
“**A lot of these kids dropped out of the 
school system because it didn’t have 
anything for them,’’ notes Ms. Holland. 
They find the little red school house does; 
and because of it, they are back in school. 
And 11 other students, feeling it could 


. benefit them too, are on a waiting list 


hoping to pet in. 

Where it will all lead still remains to be 
seen. But school vice-principal Frank 
Chapman, one of many enthusiastic 
supporters of the alternative school, hopes 
to see it expand. 

It’s expensive education, when compared 
to per pupil costs of regular school systems 

But it could be saving the taxpayers many 
fold that amount in future if students who 


" go through the program fit into society as 


educators hope they will. 


Many dropouts, while’ perhaps saving 
society money in not having to educate 
them, cost society dearly in welfare, 
unemployment insurance and in some 
cases, penal costs. 

Just how far the little red school house. 
project will be expanded in future depends 


on those involved, and the county board of 


education. 

But it is just possible that‘ all secondary 
schools in the county will one day have a 
little red school house of their own.
